the joint committee appointed to examine the books in the 
office of the state treasurer, secretary of state and school 
and university land commissioners, be, and they are here-
by authorized and directed, to examine into the manner 
in which the school and university lands have been sold, 
and all such other matters connected with the selection, 
appraisal, management and disposition of said lands, and 
the funds arising therefrom, as said committee shall deem 
important, and for the interests of the state ; and for the 
purpose of such examination, the said committee have 
fall power and authority to send for persons and papers.
